Nebraska and Missouri are the 
primary sources of hogs shipped 
into the state, accounting for 80 
percent of the total inshipments. 
Income from hogs decreased 16 
percent due to. fewer marketings 
and lower prices. 

A record 37.8 million layers 
were in production on California 
farms during 1968, up 3 percent 
from the previous year. This 
resulted in an increase of 3 
percent in égg production, 
bringing the total chicken egg 
output to a record 8.3 billion 
eggs. Cash receipts for eggs 
increased 3 percent, primarily 
due to larger production. 

Broiler production declined 2 
percent from the previous record 
high in 1967, and cash receipts 
dropped 6 percent. The number 
of turkeys raised was 25 percent 
less than the previous year’s 
record high and the smallest 
crop. since 1959. Gross cash 
receipts from turkeys were down 
19 percent due to lower 
production.

i ia’s table grape growers have given the 
hae: contami a big boost with their determina- 
tion to stand firm in protecting the rights of farm 
workers and the nation’s housewives. The industry as 
a whole has voiced support for a legislative solution to 
farm labor problems, not violent and coercive tactics. 

The grape industry does not stand alone. Allied 
agricultural industries and associations and growing 
thousands of individual citizens across the nation are 
lining up behind meaningful federal legislation that 
would establish guidelines for equitable collective bar- 
gaining in agriculture. These guidelines do not exist 


today. 


Because of farming’s sensitive nature, usual bar- 
gaining methods cannot be applied. A crop unhar- 
vested because of a strike cannot be put back on the 
assembly line. It is destroyed — and the farm may be 
irreparably damaged also. The grower, the worker and 


the consumer all have lost. 


The industry is being hit by a massive propaganda 
and boycott campaign that is aimed at forcing workers 
to join Cesar Chavez’ United Farm Workers Organiz- 
ing Committee — whether they want to or not. The 
union has said it will continue to boycott all table 
grapes until the union’s terms are met. These terms 
include enforced membership of all workers without 
benefit of secret election, and maintenance of union 
prerogatives to strike or foment secondary boycotts. 

The position of the table grape industry in resisting 
this immoral and unfair boycott pressure is to the 


benefit of all citizens. 


Spare the Rod 


Harvard University long has 
had a high place in the aca- 
demic world, justly proud of 
its fine faculty, the caliber of 
most of its graduates. Some- 
times one wonders, however. 

When a typical group of 
student activists broke locks, 
windows and laws in a pro- 
test against The Corporation

versity —for its failure to 
eliminate ROTC altogether, 
President Nathan M. Pusey 
called in the fuzz. This, of 
course, was what the anar- 
chists wanted, and it also was 
what was necessary. But it 
gave the renowned Harvard 
faculty an opportunity to take 
an unequivocal stand on the 
issue—yes and no.

SACRAMENTO ~— A special 
controlled hunt for Tule elk in 
the Owens valley has won the 
conditional approval of the 
California Fish and Game 
commission and special hunts 
for the Shasta elk herd and 
antelope have been approved. 

The commission has approved 
the Owens Valley elk hunt on 
the condition that the 
Department of Fish and Game 
use only DFG personnel in 
making its August census of the 
herds and that the census 
disclose at least 300 elk. 

The DFG has recommended a 
controlled hunt for 85 animals, 
34 bulls and 51 cows, under the 
commission’s policy of keeping 
the herds between 250 and 300 
animals to maintain them in a 
healthy and thrifty condition. 
The August 1968 census 
disclosed 335 animals in the 
five Owens Valley herds. 

Applications for the hunt, to 
be held in three periods during 
October, will be available from 
DFG offices and license agents 
about August 1. Deadline for 
submitting applications will be 5 
p.m., August 20, and a statewide 
public drawing for permits will 
be held August 25. The fee for 
successful applicants will be $50. 

The special Shasta elk hunt 
will be held November 8-30 with 
100 permits for Rocky 
Mountain elk in the rugged 
Squaw Creek. country around 
Shasta. lake in Shasta and 
Siskiyou’ counties. The herd 
consists of about 1,000 Rocky 
Mountain elk = which are 
descendants of 50 — elk 
transplanted to the area from 
Yellowstone National park in 
1916. 

Applications for the drawing 
must be submitted to DFG’s 
Sacramento headquarters by 5 
p-m., October 1. The drawing 
will be held October 6 and 
successful applicants will be 
notified by mail and required to 
pay a fee of $25.

New Law 
Defines Drunk 


Driver - Almost 


SACRAMENTO — A new law. 
setting a level of alcohol in the 
blood stream as a basis for 
measuring intoxication, has been 


signed by Governor Ronald 
Reagan. : 
The law, aimed at drunk 


drivers, provides that if there is’ 
one-tenth of one per cent, or 
more, of alcohol by weight in 
the blood stream, the person 
involved will automatically be 
presumed in court to have been 
drunk at time of arrest. 

If the alcohol test shows less 
than .0S per cent, the accused 
will be presumed to be sober. 

Between .05 and .10 per cent, 
the attorneys can have at it, 
since the court will then 
determine whether or not the 
accused was drunk. 

The new law is expected to 
relieve the judiciary of some of 
the present burden and cost 
involved in trials of accused 
drunk drivers.

For Both Recipients And Politicians 


VISALIA — “Welfare has 
become a philosophy, a way of 
life for many recipients and 
politicians today,” advised Hilmi 
Fuad, Tulare county director of 
welfare at the July 1 meeting of 
the membership of the Tulare 


County Property Owners 
association, held in Visalia Fair 
shopping center. 


Fuad addressed more than 


.100 members of the taxpayer’s 


group. He had been invited to 
speak in defense of the $3 
million requested increase in the 
budget of his department. 

“We have lost cases again and 
again when welfare recipients 
have appealed our local decisions 
attempting to be economical in 
dispensing benefits,” he said. 
This was in answer to criticisms 
which claimed his department 
gave overly liberal interpretation 
to state and federal regulations. 

Fuad read from several sheets 
of paper current legislation now 
pending in Sacramento which 
would raise the county’s benefits 
welfare 
substantially. 

He blamed the voting public 
for sending to Sacramento those 
legislators who are extravagant 
with public.funds and are active 
in introducing legislation for 
social reforms. 

The tentative 1969-70 costs 
of welfare in Tulare county were 
$24,383,000 reported Fuad, as he

outlined how the 1969-70 
budget was estimated. He 
blamed state regulations for 
much of the need for added 
personnel and for — the 
continuously increasing numbers 
of welfare recipients in the 
county. 

A revised welfare budget for 
the year ahead calls for 
$27,202,000 he announced. 
Even this will be an open end 
appropriation since the county 
must grant whatever the new 
state laws will require. 

Fuad was introduced. by 
TCPOA program chairman 
Milford Cook of Three Rivers. 
Cook preceded Fuad’s discussion 
with a review of the competition 
for competent executives 
between corporations’ and 
government. Cook contended 
that such competition was no 
longer controlled by economic 
influences, and that this was one 
reason for spiraling costs of 
government. 

TCPOA President © John 
Kazanjian expressed concern 
also for the concept that state 
and federal welfare grants were a 
free gift to local taxpayers. 

“We pay for those state and 
federal matching funds every 
day in higher taxes collected by 
Sacramento and Washington,” 
Kazanjian emphasized. ‘The

that goes north, only $1 
returns.” 

Numerous questions came 
from the audience following 
Fuad’s initial discussion of his 
1969-70 budget. He was 
particularly asked about his own 
salary and its relationship to the 
budget appropriated and the 
number of — departmental 
employees. 

Fuad replied that the salaries 


of county welfare directors have — 


a state regulated minimum, but 
that beyond this, there is no 
required relationship between 
the salary and the size of the 
activities of each department. 

Several taxpayers _ cited 
instances of welfare case workers 
encouraging applications for 
more aid or for extra benefits. 
Fuad denied knowledge of such 
behavior, stating this was 
definitely not his department’s 
policy. He declared he would 
welcome facts about such 
situations so an_ investigation 
could be undertaken. 

Howard Weekly of Ivanhoe 
spoke from the audience 
supporting Fuad’s defense by 
advising that his own experience _ 
with welfare investigations had 
shown many complaints of 
abuses by the public were 
without foundation when 


thoroughly analyzed.

VISALIA — Dissatisfaction 
over lack of progress in federal 
approval of a road into Mineral 
King was expressed in a letter 
sent last week by the Tulare

_ Approval of a section of the 
proposed road that crosses 
Sequoia Park property is 
necessary before the State of 
California can go ahead with 
construction.
